SUBJECT: SB 1325 - HB 891
This bill, if enacted, will increase the penalty for carjacking with
use of force and intimidation from a Class C felony to a Class B felony.
The fiscal impact from enactment of this bill is estimated to be an
increase in state expenditures of $39,002 for incarceration. This
estimate is based upon one conviction each year receiving a sentence of
eight years with 30% or 2.4 years actually being served at a cost of

$44.32 per day. Details are shown below:

1st Year 1 Inmate $16,177
2nd Year 2 Inmates $32,354
3rd Year 3 Inmates $39,002
